The decision to enlarge a 25- 
acre lake came when the state 
park board made a survey of 
the surrounding area of more 
than 1,000 acres in the park, 
according to Park Supt. Cletus 
Johnson. 
The new 150-acre lake will 
connect with the present lake on 
the west side. A levee in be­ 
tween will be removed. The 
new lake will cover Old Grassy 
Pond, covered with 20 acres of 
water. 
Large windrows would be made 
in the new lake to provide ex­ 
cellent 
fishing within three 
years. The lake will be stocked 
with bass, catfish and blueglll. 
Bill Winchester, Lloyd Hall, 
Sam Jones and L. D. Davis, 
all of East Prairie, sought the 
expansion of the lake. 
Construction 
is 
contingent 
upon the availability of state 
funds. No estimate was avail­ 
able of the cost of enlargement 
of the lake but Johnson said 
it was hoped that the work could 
begin in the spring. 
The 
increase in park at­ 
tendance has caused many im­ 
provements, including the ad­ 
dition three years ago of a 
25-acre 
lake and increased 
picnic area. 
Attendance last summer was 
63,000 with as many as 700 


coming on a single Sunday. 
A water filter plant was com­ 
pleted Jan. 15 in the park at 
a cost of $28,565. An additional 
2,200 feet of water mains will 
he laid this spring for use by 
campers and picnickers. 
High school students assisted 
Johnson in clearing an addi­ 
tional 10 acres of land for pic­ 
nics. 
A new road is being surveyed 
through the two-mile park that 
would connect with the Knott 
road to New Madrid, seven 
miles. 
The park boasts a giant oak, 
known as the bur or mossy cup 
oak. It is 22 feet in circum­ 
ference, 130-feet high and has 
a 102 foot spread. 
It surpasses an oak tree that 
was cut down and the trunk 
placed on display. The park 
has numerous large trees. 
A cottonwood tree has a cir­ 
cumference of 25 feet, five 
inches. It is located in the north 
edge of the 1,007-acre park. 
Fishing in the existing lake 
is excellent. There have been 
catches of 10 to 14 pound cat­ 
fish. 
The lake area is inhabited by 
beaver. Four were caught last 
winter to minimize the damage 
to large trees. The animals 
dammed the bar ditch and kept 
water in the ditch surrounding 
the lake. 
Johnson fights insects with a 
fogger attached to a tractor. 
The camping and picnic areas 
are sprayed regularly.

A year or two ago, a group of Missouri busi­ 
ness and professional men went to Europe to 
acquaint the folks of other nations with Mis­ 
souri resources. So other countries know about 
us and buy our goods, but do we ourselves 
know Missouri’s resources and heritage? Many 
Missourians, when asked where they are from, 
apologetically admit fhey come from Missouri. 
Instead of being ashamed of it, this is something 
to be proud of. This is the state which was 
the mother of the west. It furnished more 
settlers and more leaders for western states 
than any other state. The capital cities of Texas, 
Colorado and Nevada are named for Missourians. 
The famed “ mountain men” came from Mis­ 
souri. Sutter’s Mill, site of the famous Cali­ 
fornia gold rush, was named for a German 
miller from St. Louis. 
The Santa Fe Trail, the Pony Express, the 
Butterfield Stage Line, all began here. Lewis 
and Clark, whose famous expedition opened up 
the Louisiana Purchase country, came from 
Missouri and both served as territorial gover­ 
nors. It was the home of Daniel Boone, Kit 
Carson and Wild Bill Hickock. The furs from 
the northwest came to St. Louis, which is still 
the nation’s leading fur market. 
Later years produced many of the nation’s 
great leaders. General Grant lived near St. 
Louis. This was the home state of General 
Pershing, General Omar Bradley, George Wash­ 
ington Carver, Mark Twain, Eugene Field, O.O. 
McIntyre, T. S. Eliot, Helen Traubel, Gladys 
Swarthout, Harry Truman and Champ Clark. If 
that isn’t enough, add the names of Jesse and 
Frank James. 
Bqt our story is not of the past. We produce 
4Q$,000 bales of cotton a year, plus many mil­ 
lions of bushels of corn, wheat, soy beans, etc. 
Kansas City is the nation’s leading stocker 
and feeder cattle market and one of the largest 
wheat markets. We raise many thousands of hogs 
and most of the nation’s mules, and produce 
and ship more baby chicks than any other state. 
We are the second state in the country in the 
production of new autos. The famous Phantom 
jet fighter planes and the capsules which carried 
our astronauts into orbit were made in St. Louis, 
and that city is also one of the nation’s leading 
shoe manufacturing centers. 
For a half century Missouri has been the largest 
producer of lead in the country, and one of its 
largest producers of zinc. Multi-million dollar 
complexes are now being developed which will 
perhaps double production. Long an iron mining 
state, a vast new field is now being developed 
which is said to be the most promising field 
on "the continent.

Office workers and factory hands love daylight 
savings time. 
Farmers hate it. 
And when schools start in the fall, house­ 
wives and mothers simply will not tolerate it. 
If there is anybody who is neutral about day­ 
light time, the stethoscope should be applied 
promptly to his chest to determine if he still 
is breathing. 
So, although there is no reason to believe that 
a daylight savings time referendum is legally 
valid, the mayor and the council are asking 
for a show of hands in the April 5 election to 
decide the issue. 
There is now an ordinance on the books to put 
fast time in motion April 25 and to continue it 
until Sept. 26. This ordinance could be rescinded 
if people express disfavor for the proposed 
time change. 
Sikeston also will elect two councilmen in the 
April 5 election but it has become the excep­ 
tion if people get much interest in electing coun­ 
cilmen. 
Even with several candidates running the aver­ 
age person is apt to conclude that the election 
results won’t make much difference in his own 
life. 
In the unusual and infrequent circumstances 
when people are stirred by vital issues with 
which they can identify their own welfare 
they will turn out in numbers to elect council­ 
men or to defeat those who uphold issues they 
oppose.

battle in the coming weeks and 
months preceding the Sept. 30 
contract deadline.

plant. 
Nor do they want their big 
unions to tackle GE and West­ 
inghouse individually. 
So 
they 
not 
only 
have 
organized a coalition of

corporations, but they

have organized themselves into

bargaining 
team 
under a new symbol: the Com­ 
mittee on Collective Bargaining 
(COCB). 
GE, the most outspoken

GE officials bluntly and frank­ 
ly refuse to deal with COCB. 
The corporate executives

GE will deal 
only with the individual unions. 
The Team says no, you will 
deal with us as a unit. 
And it is quite a team.

Though the public is familiar 
with few •• if any - of them, 
the labor leaders speak for a 
national coalition of some 4 
million members. Each of the 
unions represented has mem­ 
bers at the GE and Westing­ 
house plants.

A year or two ago, a group of M issouri busi­ 
ness and professional men went to Europe to 
acquaint the folks of other nations with Mis­ 
souri resources. So other countries know about 
us and buy our goods, but do we ourselves 
know M issouri’s resources and heritage? Many 
M issourians, when asked where they are from, 
apologetically admit fhey come from M issouri. 
Instead of being ashamed of it, this is something 
to be proud of. This is the state which was 
the mother of the west. It furnished more 
settlers and more leaders for western states 
than any other state. The capital cities of Texas, 
Colorado and Nevada are named for M issourians. 
The famed “ mountain men” came from Mis­ 
souri. Sutter’s M ill, site of the famous Cali­ 
fornia gold rush, was named for a German 
m iller from St. Louis. 
The Santa Fe T rail, the Pony Express, the 
Butterfield Stage Line, all began here. Lewis 
and Clark, whose famous expedition opened up 
the Louisiana Purchase country, came from 
M issouri and both served as territorial gover­ 
nors. It was the home of Daniel Boone, Kit 
Carson and Wild Bill Hickock. The furs from 
the northwest cam e to St. Louis, which is still 
the nation’s leading fur market.

and other similar phrases. 
The establishment of a totali­ 
tarian state has historically 
been preceded by an attack on 
business, and calls upon Shriver 
to publicly state this is the 
aim of the War on Poverty, if 
the published report is true.

mated expenditure of the tax- 
apyers' money of a half million 
dollars. 
We, who represent some 205,- 
000 independent business pro­ 
prietors find this report in­ 
credulous, and ask that you 
deny the report. 
While this report says that 
this plan Is set up, at tax­ 
payers’ expense, cooperative 
stores, is a segment of the War 
on Poverty, if true, it can only 
be construed as an opening 
salvo in a War on Business. 
Apparently, the propaganda in­ 
volved In this scheme is that 
the poor are kept poor by un­ 
scrupulous retail practices, ad­ 
vertising and brand names. 
This, of course, Is a scur­ 
rilous attack on business in 
general. Leaving aside the great 
inequity of taking tax money 
from business to support an un­ 
founded 
attack on business, 
there are many other 
even 
more serious ramifications. 
As you must be aware, the 
attack on business has his­ 
torically been the prelude to 
setting up a totalitarian society.

One of these symbols is an 
innovation on the labor front 
— a new type of bargaining 
team. It is a powerhouse of 
labor leaders who have 
or­ 
ganized themselves for 
a 
showdown with two electrical 
giants -• General Electric Co. 
and 
Westinghouse. And you 
can be sure there will be 
a 
battle in the coming weeks and 
months preceding the Sept. 30 
contract deadline. 
The 
national union chiefs 
don’t want their local unions 
to 
bargain plant 
by plant. 
Nor do they want their big 
unions to tackle GE and West­ 
inghouse individually. 
So 
they 
not 
only 
have 
organized a coalition of 
the 
eight national unions 
which 
deal with the two electrical 
corporations, but they 
also 
have organized themselves into 
a 
national 
bargaining team 
under a new symbol: the Com­ 
mittee on Collective Bargaining 
(COCB). 
GE, the most outspoken 
of 
America’s 
major employers, 
thinks a 
better name for the 
teams is "traveling circus.** 
GE officials bi undy and frank­ 
ly refuse to deal with COCB. 
The corporate executives 
re­ 
fuse 
to 
answer the union 
team’s letters dispatched from 
COCB headquarters at 1126 16th 
St, N. W. here. GE will deal 
only with the individual unions. 
The Team says no, you will 
deal with us as a unit. 
And it is quite a team. It 
was originally called together 
by AFL-CIO 
chief 
George 
Meany in his office last Oct. 
21. 
Though the public is familiar 
with few 
if any - of them, 
the labor leaders speak for a 
national coalition of some 4 
million members. Each of the 
unions represented has mem­ 
bers at the GE and Westing­ 
house plants, 
On the Committee are such 
headline makeis of the 
next 
decade as Leonard Woodcock. 


Walter 
Reuther’s second-in- 
command and chief of the auto 
union’s aerospace and General 
Motors Division} young 
Paul 
Jennings, head of the Interna­ 
tional Union of El e c t r I cal f o r k ­ 
ers; Roy Siemiller, new presi­ 
dent of the International Assn. 
of Machinists, now almost one 
million strong, some of whom 
have struck corporations such 
as Boeing and the McDonnell 
(Phantom Jet) Corp. Not the 
least is John Carlough, head 
of the pile-driving Sheet Metal 
Workers. And Gordon Freeman 
of 
the all-powerful 
Interna­ 
tional Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers. 
They are formidable labor 
leaders. Mr. Woodcock 
re­ 
portedly is thinking of running

They write jointly to

corporations. They have been 
asking for a meeting. 
The companies refuse 
to 
recognize them or their joint 
demands for a $10 to $124- 
week Increase; more holidays;

and full union shop; automation 
insurance and more money from 
the companies on medicare and 
pension and welfare Insurance.

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Bootheel Beat 
Hard Work Necessary for

HAYTI — 
The 
six-county 
employment development meet­ 
ing held at Portageville Friday 
was informative— more so for 
those who have been close to 
the regional industrial devel­ 
opment discussions and actions 
in the Bootheel in the past. 
The major point made at the 
meeting, as I see it, was that 
currently, the fastest wray 
to 
increase the number of jobs 
for residents of the Bootheel is 
to come up with programs and 
projects that will qualify for fi­ 
nancial issistance in the fed­ 
eral government’s anti-pover­ 
ty and Great Society programs. 
To get these things off 
the 
ground - - 
“ approved 
and 


anti-poverty and great society 
programs are the law of the 
land and we .ire going to have 
to live with them for a few 
years. Until this thing runs its 
course in Washington, I). C., 
as other federal programs have 
in years past, thert is going 
to be quite a few more millions 
of (iollars spent, and it should 
behoove the people of the Mis­ 
souri Bootheel to latch on 
to 
their part of it because 
if we 
don’t it is going to be spent 
elsewhere. We are not going to 
get 
any tax refunds 
just be­ 
cause some of our citizens are 
anti — ‘ anti-poverty” spend­ 
ing. So let’s take it from there. 
An outcome of the Portageville 
meeting was the announcement 
funded,” I think the term is now —.by James Dement of Holcomb,

15th.

Cotton

WASHINGTON - The proposed 
cotton tax of $1 per bale is

research we 
worked so hard to get the De­ 
partment (USDA) todowithfed- 
eral 
money,” 
Congressman 
Jam ie L. Whitten of Mississippi 
told 
the House of Represen­ 
tatives 
during debate on the 
proposal 
which 
squeaked 
through after the Administra­ 
tion pressured five non-cotton 
members of the House to vote 
for the cotton tax levy. 
Congressman 
Whitten 
is 
chairman of the agriculture ap­ 
propriations committee in the 
House and has long been a lead­ 
er in efforts to secure funds for 
agricultural 
research 
and 
education. 
In stating his opposition to the 
cotton tax measure, Congress­ 
man W’hitten explained that the 
federal government is already 
spending in excess of $18 mil­ 
lion per year on 262 research 
projects for cotton. In addition 
to these funds 
several other 
projects 
including the 
boll 
weevil 
laboratory at Missis­ 
sippi State University, Stark- 
ville, 
and the ginning, 
pest 
control, 
and weed laborator­ 
ies at Stoneville, Miss.,

Congressman 
Whitten noted

“ testimony before 
our

Time to 
Top Dress 
Area Wheat

PO RTAG EVILLE -- Have you 
top-dressed your wheat with ni­ 
trogen yet? If you haven’t, don’t 
worry. Research has shown that 
any time during March is a good 
time to apply nitrogen. If ni­ 
trogen is applied after April 1st 
maturity 
may be delayed 
on 
some soils, so do'your best 
to get it on before then. 
Nitrogen can be applied 
on 
frozen ground without any sig­ 
nificant loss. This may be a 
good time on soils that are wet, 
but will support equipment when 
frozen. On some fields where 
pot holes are a problem and 
will not be dry during March, 
it may be necessary to use a ir­ 
planes to apply nitrogen. 
Top - dressing 
phosphate 
and/or potash probably won’t 
benefit wheat this year except 
on very low testing soils. How­ 
ever, 
if soil is medium to low 
in both or either of these ele­ 
ments, top-dressing may def­ 
initely increase soybean yields 
following wheat. Soybean yields 
are 
generally low' 
follow’ing 
w’heat and low fertility if often 
one of the reasons. 
Your soil should be re-tested 
every 3 or 4 years 
If 
you 
haven't done this, do it before 
another crop year. You may 
want to sample your field be­ 
fore l>eans are planted. This 
would tie a good idea, especial­ 
ly if you don’t know the fertili­ 
ty status of the field. 
Before any nitrogen is applied 
the amount

determined. Most

It 
continually gives top yields re ­ 
gardless of soil type. 
2. Solutions - or liquid nitro­ 
gen. 
This material

from 28 to 32r( nitrogen. Solu­ 
tions have not been around as 
long as ammonium nitrate but 
the use of it is increasing at a 
tremendous rate. 
Solutions - 
like ammonium nitrate-give top 
wheat yields when applied cor­ 
rectly. 
3. Urea - another of the solid 
nitrogen 
materials 
contains 
45^ nitrogen. Urea 
is also a 
good source of nitrogen for 
wheat hut some loss may occur 
if it doesn’t get adequate mois- 


Q. What is the Cotton 
Re­ 
search 
and Promotion Act? 
A, It is an act 
of Congress 
to enable cotton farmers to 
establish for themselves a self- 
help program of research and 
promotion to expand markets 
for cotton products.

through a central program to 
improve their products through 
reserrch and sell them through 
research and sell them through 
intensive promotion. 
Q. What is so new and urgent 
about all this? 
A. The 
fact 
that as a re­ 
sult of all-out research 
and 
promotion the consumption of 
synthetic 
fibers is 
skyrock­ 
eting — up 48% 
on the cotton 
spinning system 
in January, 
1966, as compared with a year 
earlier -- w'hile cotton’s share 
of 
the market has 
fallen to 
the low-est level in history and 
is still moving downward. New 
synihetic 
plants with 
ca­ 
pacity evuivalent to more than 
3 1/2 million 
additional bales 
of cotton ar; scheduled to come 
ii**o production by the end of 
next year. 
Q. Won’t this whole trend lie 
halted or reversed by cotton’s 
new low price at more compe­ 
titive levels? 


A. No. A competitive price 
is essential in cotton’s

petition with rayon and foreign 
cotton, but the fibers now d o 
ing the greatest damage 
to

He told us that dur­ 
ing these years efforts had been 
made to answer all correspon­ 
dence to it, but since he planned 
to ,retire in June and move to . 
Arizona, lie had delivered the 
corporate records, documents 
and seal to Sam Hunter, Jr., 
of New Madrid, another MDDC 
official. 
Dr. Sisson stated that part of 
the information developed by 
the MDDC during its financed 
and more active years hadlieen 
turned over to Interested lead­ 
ers 
and groups in Pemiscot 
and Dunklin counties, He also 
said that he was holding another 
large batch of records in his 
basement and would be glad to 
have them picked up by May 
15 th. 
A phone call to Hunter at New- 
Madrld disclosed that the MDDC 
is still an organized non-profit 
corporation while being limited 
in its activities through the lack 
of funds. He said that the cor­ 
poration had been maintained on 
a legal basis by keeping its 
state charter in force during tin* 
more or less inactive years. 
Thus it appears that all that 
is needed to re-activate this es­ 
tablished regional development 
agency is to pump adequati fi­ 


nancing into it. 
Some business leaders in the 
region are interested in MDDC, 
on a revived basis, being re­ 
organized to serve only the six 
counties covered by the Delta 
Area corporation, eliminating 
those northern fringe counties 
that failed to support the com­ 
mission when it was in opera­ 
tion a number of years ago. 
These 
leaders also recom­ 
mend that MDDC 
be guaran­ 
teed annual adequate financing

About Cotton Research Act 


Time to 
Top Dress 
Area Wheat 


Bv John Garrett

Soils Agent 
PORTAGEVILLE — Have you 
top-dressed your wheat with ni­ 
trogen yet? If you haven’t, don’t 
worry. Research has shown that 
any time during March is a good 
time to apply nitrogen. If ni­ 
trogen is applied after April 1st 
m aturity 
may be delayed on 
some soils, so do'your best 
to get it on before then. 
Nitrogen can be applied 
on 
frozen ground without any sig­ 
nificant loss. This may be a 
good time on soils that are wet, 
but will support equipment when 
frozen. On some fields where 
pot holes are a problem and 
will not be dry during March, 
it may be necessary to use a ir­ 
planes to apply nitrogen. 
Top - dressing 
phosphate 
and/or potash probably won’t 
benefit wheat this year except 
on very low testing soils. How­ 
ever, 
if soil is medium to low 
in both or either of these ele­ 
ments, top-dressing may def­ 
initely increase soybean yields 
following wheat. Soybean yields 
are generally low 
following 
w’heat and low fertility if often 
one of the reasons. 
Your soil should be re -tested 
every 3 or 4 years 
If 
you 
haven’t done this, do it before 
another crop year. You may 
want to sample your field be­ 
fore beans are planted. This 
would be a good idea, especial­ 
ly if you don’t know the fertili­ 
ty status of the field.

It 
continually gives top yields re ­ 
gardless of soil type. 
2. Solutions - or liquid nitro­ 
gen. 
This material 
contains 
from 28 to 32% nitrogen. Solu­ 
tions have not lx*en around as 
long as ammonium nitrate but 
the use of it is Increasing at a 
tremendous rate. 
Solutions - 
like ammonium nitrate-give top 
wheat yields when applied cor­ 
rectly. 
3. Urea - another of the solid 
nitrogen 
materials 
contains 
45% nitrogen. Urea 
is also a 
good source of nitrogen for 
wheat hut some loss may occur 
if it doesn't get adequate mois- 


Q, What is the Cotton 
Re­ 
search 
and Promotion Act? 
A. It is an act 
of Congress 
to enable cotton farm ers to 
establish for themselves a self- 
help program of research and 
promotion to expand markets 
for cotton products. 
Q. How does the act provide 
that cotton farm ers go about 
this? 
A. By voting in a Beltwide 
referendum on whether or not 
they want such a program and 
are willing to pay $1 a bale 
for its support. At least two- 
thirds of the farm ers voting,

those voting, must approve it for 
the program to go into effect. 
Q, Why is such an act neces­ 
sary? 
A. Because the 500,000 inde­ 
pendent farm ers who produce 
cotton fiber cannot possibly hold 
their domestic markets against 
the controlled power of

mammoth Industrial corpora­ 
tions who produce synthetic fib­ 
ers, UNLESS they can concen­ 
trate 
their money and efforts 
through a central program to 
improve their products through 
reserrch and sell them through 
research and sell them through 
Intensive promotion. 
Q. What Is so new and urgent 
about all this? 
A. The 
fact 
that as a re­ 
sult of all-out research 
and 
promotion the consumption of 
synthetic 
fibers Is 
skyrock­ 
eting — up 48% on the cotton 
spinning system in january, 
1966, as compared with a year 
earlier — while cotton’s share 
of 
Hie market has 
fallen to 
the lowest level in history and 
is still moving downward. New 
synthetic 
plants with 
ca­ 
pacity evuivalent to more than 
3 1/2 million 
additional hales 
of cotton ar. scheduled to come 
into production by the end of 
next year. 
Q. Won’t this whole trend lie 
halted or reversed by cotton's 
new low price at more compe­ 
titive levels? 
A. No. A competitive price 
is essential In cotton’s 
com­ 
petition with rayon and foreign 
cotton, but the fibers now do­ 
ing the greatest damage 
to 
cotton’s domestic markets sell 
for 80^ a pound and up. 
Q. Why can’t the money for a 
massive cotton research 
and 
promotion program 
be raised 
without an act of Congress?

He may apply for 
a refund at any time up to 90 
days after the sale of his cot­ 
ton, and his money will be re­ 
funded within 60 days after that. 
Q. Why are cotton producers 
permitted to vote their “ volume 
of production” in the referen­ 
dum as well as their own per­ 
sonal choice? 
A. F irst, the Marketing Agree­ 
ment Act of 1937, under which 
sim ilar programs for 33 other 
commodities have been adopted 
provides for exactly this type of 
referendum — 
either 
by 
numbers or by volume 
of pro­ 
ducers voting in the referen­ 
dum. To provide any differently 
for cotton would make its pro­ 
cedures and ground rules dlf 
cedures and ground rules dif­ 
ferent from those applying to all 
other comparable orders and 
there Is no valid reason fordo­ 
ing so. 
Second, the general referen­ 
dum is only for the purpose of 
deciding whether or not there 
will be such a program . Every 
farm er would be given a voice 
in making this decision in pro­ 
portion to his Interest in cot­ 
ton and how much the program 
would cost him, lf he decides to 
participate in it. 
However, on the question 
of 
whether he DOES participate, 
each farm er has his own indi­ 
vidual 
refarendum, the out* 
come of which is 
determined 
solely by his own decision to 
request or not to request 
a 
refund. 
Q. Who will spend the money? 
A. 
A 
group of 
trustees 
composed exclusively of cot­ 
ton farm ers who 
are elected 
by cotton producer organiza­ 
tions 
in 
the various cotton 
states 
will have full respon­ 
sibility for developing and car­ 
rying out the research and pro­ 
motion program. 
Q. Is 
the rate of $1 per bale 
definitely established in 
the 
act? 


A. It is, and that rate may not 
he changed unless the cotton 
farmers change it in another re­ 
ferendum. 
Q. Is 
the payment made di­ 
rectly 
by the farmer to 
the 
trustees? 
A. No. 
The $1 
per bale Is 
collected by a cotton handler 
and turned over 
to a Cotton 
Board which will be named by 
the Secretary of Agriculture 
from a list of nominees chosen 
by cotton producer organiza­ 
tions. The Cotton Board inturn 
will contract with the producer- 
-elected 
trustees for Its 
penditure. 


Q , Who will the “ Handler** be? 
A. This will be determined by 
the Cotton Board after it con­ 
siders which method of collec­ 
tion will be best in the various 
sections of the Cotton Belt. 
Q. Does 
this bill give the 
Secretary of Agriculture any 
broad or unusual authority over 
the program ? 
A, No. The government 
has 
certain responsibilities In car­ 
rying out the provisions of the 
act. Since cotton is an agricul­ 
tural commodity, the Secretary 
of Agriculture Is designated 
as the government’s represen­ 
tatives to discharge these re ­ 
sponsibilities. The Secretary 
is not given any authority or 
discretion that he does not rea­ 
sonably 
need to meet the re­ 
in fa c t,_ 
much less discretion and auth­ 
ority Is given to the Secretary 
under this proposed cotton pro­ 
gram than under sim ilar pro­ 
grams 
for any of the 
other 
commodities. 
Q, Is 
there any danger that 
funds raised under the act, or 
any portion of them, might be 
used to influence legislation, or 
for other political purposes? 
A. No. This is specifically 
prohibited 
by the act itself. 


Q. Can the program be elimin­ 
ated later on if cotton farm ers 
should so desire? 
A. Yes. 
On petition of 10% 
of the num ber of cotton farm­ 
ers voting ii the original ref­ 
erendum, another referendum 
must be held, at wmcn time a 
simple majority of those vot­ 
ing, and producing more than 
50% 
of the 
volume repre­ 
sented 
by those voting, can 
terminate 
the program. Even 
without a petition, the Secretary 
of Agriculture may call for 
another referendum at anytime 
he considers it desirable. 
Q. What happens lf the initial 
referendum does not carry? 
A, At 
best, cotton will 
be 
left with virtually no sales pro­ 
gram at all, and with no sales 
program 
at all, and with only 
the amount of research that may 
be financed 
and carried out 
by government agencies. Key 
supporters 
of 
the Cotton 
Producers Institute 
already 


have made it known that they 
cannot hold that Important pro­ 
gram together without 
a uni­ 
form collection system such as 
that provided in the act. 
At 
worst, defeat could bring 
the 
total 
collapse 
of In­ 
dustry-wide effort 
in the two 
fields — cotton research and 
promotion — which hold 
the 
one great hope for cotton's fu­ 
ture progress.

CHARLESTON - The use of a 
recommended soil insecticide 
on corn fields will usually make 
you money. The reason we say 
it this way is that several in­ 
sects spend one or more of their 
stages of development in the soil 
and can cause damage to 
corn 
plants. You cannot always 
be 
sure when damage will occur 
so the use of a good soil in­ 
secticide is insurance against 
damage 
and possible replant­ 
ing. 
Seed-corn maggots and seed- 
corn beetles injure seed be fore 
and just 
as it sprouts. W ire- 
worms 
damage both seed and 
seedline plants. Cutworms cut 
off 
seedling plants or 
chew 
into the stem s at, or just be­ 
low, 
the ground line. 
Com 
rootworm s (northern, 
south­ 
ern, and w estern) 
and grape 
colaspis 
feed on 
and in the 
root system . Several less com­ 
mon insects, such as billbugs 
and white 
grubs, may cause 
additional damage to the roots 
or seedling plants. 
The use of along residual soil 
insecticide will prevent most of 
the injury from these insects. 
WHAT INSECTICIDES TO USE 
Use 
either Aldrin or Hepta- 
chler 
at 
the recommended 
rate s. When applied in the same 
manner and at the proper rate, 
they give com parable results. 
WHEN TO APPLY SOIL 
INSECTICIDES 
Research and dem onstrations 
have shown 
that the best con­ 
trol of the entire soil insect 
complex and the greatest re­ 
turn on the insecticide invest­ 
ment is through broadcast ap­ 
plications made in the spring 
after the corn ground is plowed. 
In-the-row applications at the 
tim e of planting rank a i>oor 
second in degree of control ol>- 
tained and return on investment. 
Do not rely upon 
in-the-row 
application to provide control 
of 
cutworms and wireworm s. 
Use a soil insecticide each 
spring. 
The 
amount 
of in­ 
secticide 
carry -o v er 
is not 
sufficient to 
effectively con­ 
trol the soil 
insect complex 
the second year. 
The 
use of a soil insecti­ 
cide prevents insect damage. 
If not used, damage from soil 
insects 
usually 
cannot 
bo 
stopped 
in tim e to 
escape 
replanting.

CHARLESTON - The use of a 
recommended soil insecticide 
on corn fields will usually make 
you money. The reason we say 
it this way is that several in­ 
sects spend one or more of their 
stages of development in the soil 
and can cause damage to 
corn 
plants. You cannot always 
be 
sure when damage will occur 
so the use of a good soil in­ 
secticide is insurance against 
damage 
and possible replant­ 
ing. 
Seed-corn maggots and seed- 
corn beetles Injure seed before 
and just 
as it sprouts. Wire­ 
worms 
damage both seed and 
seedling plants. Cutworms cut 
off 
seedling plants or 
chew 
into the stem s at, or just be­ 
low, the ground line. 
Com 
rootworms (northern, 
south­ 
ern, and western) 
and grape 
colaspis 
feed on
